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The Discipline of 
Decision

Quite possibly you are standing 
at a fork in life’s pathway and 
do not know whether you should 
turn to the right or to the left. 
Perhaps the decision that must 
be made today, or tomorrow at 
the latest, seems somewhat triv- 
jal; ‘nevertheless you sense intui- 
tively that great issues are in- 
volved. You may never come 
again to this same parting of the 
ways, and life will be different 
in the tomorrows because of the 
decision of today. You feel the 
need of wisdom that is higher 
than your own, of guidance by 
the One who sees the end from 
the beginning, of grace that will 
be sufficient for you, and of faith- 
fulness that will not fail. 
great issues are settled by op- 
tions that may seem to be unim- 
portant, but which in reality con- 
stitute great crises. 

The Scriptures give abundant 
promise of guidance to the trust- 
ing Christian. The Most High 
says to us, “I will instruct thee 
and teach thee in the way which 
thou shalt go: I will guide thee 
with mine eye” (Psalm 32:8). 
“The meek will he guide in judg- 
ment: and the meek will he teach 
his way” (Psalm 25:9). And 
there are numerous similar prom- 
ises. In an incident related in the 
42nd chapter of Jeremiah, we 
trace God’s provision of guidance, 
and we note there three outstand- 
ing factors that determine the 
discipline of decision. 


1. A WILLINGNESS TO ASK 
GUIDANCE OF GOD. The rem- 
nant in Jerusalem came to Jere- 
miah with the request that “the 
Lord thy God may show us the 
way wherein we may walk, and 
the thing that we may do” (v. 3). 
In this we must remember, “If 
any of you lack wisdom, let him 
ask of God, that giveth to all men 
liberally, and upbraideth not; and 
it shall be given him” (James 
1:5). Many have sought the Lord 
their God that He would lead 
them aright; Moses at the Red

Sea, Joshua at the passage of the 
Jordan, Ruth in the village of 
Bethlehem, David in the wilder- 
ness, Nehemiah in the court of 
the king, Jeremiah in the prison, 
Peter on the house top, and Paul 
on board the storm-tossed sailing 
craft. They all cried unto their 
Guide, who led them by the right 
way. 


Willingness to ask implies a 
request made in all honesty on 
our part and in all faith in our 
faithful God. We must be willing 
to say, “Whether it be good, or 
whether it be evil, we will obey 
the voice of the Lord our God 
.”’ (Jeremiah 42:6). With our 
short sight we cannot determine 
what in the long run will be for 
our benefit or for our detriment, 
and we must leave the choice with 
Him. We need the heart attitude 
of the Psalmist: “I will hear what 
God the Lord will speak: for he 
will speak peace unto his people, 
and to his saints: but let them 
not turn again to folly” (85:8). 
On our part it must be an asking

I, America Founded on Chris- 
tian Philosophy 

A few years ago I was in the 
North of Ireland conducting some 
evangelistic services. One night 
after church I was talking with a 
very cultured, charming Irish 
woman. I like those people up 
there; that is where my mother’s 
people came from, This woman 
said to me, “Dr. Jones, I would be 
afraid to live in America.” 

I said, “What do you mean?” 

She said, “I would be afraid 
somebody would kill me; I would 
be afraid of your mobs and gang- 
sters. I would be afraid of your 
Dillingers. I.would be.afraid to 
live in America.” And, by the 
way, I am not surprised, because 
the last time I was in London the 
first page of every newspaper in 
that city carried the story of a 
lynching that took place in a little 
village in Florida, just over the 
Alabama line from my boyhood 
home—a little town nobody ever 
heard of outside a territory of 
fifty miles from the place. About 
all they knew of us at that time 
in England were our Hollywood 
pictures, our mobs, _ atrocities, 
crimes, lynchings, etc. So this 
lady was sincere when she said 
She would be afraid to live in 
America. 

‘She said, “Why is America like 
that?” 

Well, you know when you are 
away from home and the Atlantic 
Ocean is between you and your 
native land, you feel awfully pat- 
riotic and you want to say some- 
thing; so I said, “Well, my dear 
woman, you must remember 
America is a young country. When 
England was no older than Amer- 
ica, your kings were cutting the 
heads off their wives.” 

“Oh,” she said, “I never thought 
of that before.”’ Well—-just be- 
tween you and me—lI never had 
either! But I thought of some- 
thing that day I did not tell her 
but that I want to tell you. There 
is a difference between America 
and other countries. America be- 
gan with God. Other countries 
started in savagery, superstition, 
heathenism and paganism. We 
started with God. Our fathers 
came to America to worship. The 
first thing they did when they gof 
here was to put their knees on 
American dirt and go to praying. 
Listen! God will not take from 
America what He takes from 
other nations, We cannot get 
away with it. We-have lost nearly 
everything in this country - that 
made us great. We do not have 
any Sabbath any more. We do 
not have the respect for women 
we used to have. We do not have 
the reverence for the Bible we 
used to have. We have _ lost 
nearly everything that made us a 
great nation. We still have re- 
ligious liberty, We still have a 
certain freedom of the press—a 


certain freedom. But we have lost 
the things which made this nation 
great. We have sacrificed most 
of the things that our fathers 
brought here with them when they 
came. America is a backslidden 
nation. I want you to follow me 
this afternoon. I am going to 
speak as calmly as I can, but I 
want you to think some things 
through. 


When I say that our forefath- 
ers began with God I do not mean 
that everybody who came to 
America were Christians. Some 
of the people who came to Amer- 
ica were not Christians. Some of 
those who came, maybe, did not 
believe in God as we do. But 
there was one thing that charac- 
terized our forefathers. They all 
accepted the Christian philosophy 
of life. Christian theology is one 
thing and Christian philosophy is 
another thing. 
accept, in a certain sense, Christian 
theology without accepting Chris- 
tian philosophy. It may be a 
little difficult for you to agree to 
this, but I think if you will think 
it through you will; you can in a 
way accept Christian philosophy 
without at the same time accept- 
ing Christian theology. There 
were in the early days a great

many people in America who 
would not agree with us about 
Christian theology, but who would, 
to a certain extent, the Christian 
philosophy of life. Now where 
do you get Christian philosophy? 
You have to get it from the New 
Testament and from Jesus Christ. 

Nobody could handle crowds like 
Jesus could. I have had some ex-

I want you to notice this man, 
Felix. He had a Jewish wife. He 
was a ruler at this time, a gov- 


ernor. Paul was in jail, and he 
said, ‘Well, I will listen to that 
fellow. I will hear what he has 


to say about why he got arrested.’ 
And Paul began to preach to him 


‘the gospel. 


Let ite -cammend to you this 
wonderful scene Of ~ a. _ preacher 
with chains on him preachiitg the 
gospel. We are so conscious of 
men. It may be that you will 
talk to some young boy, or you 
may go down to a mission and 
talk to some bum, some man 
down and out. You will talk to 
him about his soul. Why don’t 
you talk to your banker? Why 
don’t you talk to your lawyer? 
Why don’t you talk to the up- 
and-outs? Why don’t you talk to 
your next-door neighbor? Paul, 
bless God, stood before Felix and 
preached the gospel to him, You 


say, “I must be tactful.” The 
truth is that you do not want te 
just stand up and face the musie 
for Jesus with holy boldness such 
as Paul had. 


I am reminded just now of a 
scene—one of the funniest things 
that I think I ever saw happen, 
It happened in my church while I 
was pastor in Dallas. There was 
a man attending the services for 
whom.-we had been praying a good 
while. His ‘wife. was converted, 
and then we were praying for her 
husband. One night we came to 
prayer meeting, and he was there, 
The gospel was preached. Then I 
had a meeting of the businessmen 
of the church because we had a 
church building project on. I 
said, “Any of you men present 


can come in with us, if you like.” 

We had a dscussion of the busi- 

ness, etc., afd then I said, “Now,

perience with dealing with crowds. 
They are always selfish. Crowds 
are selfish! People are naturally 
selfish. I remember one service 
in a southern city where we filled 
the building four times. Women 
blocked traffic on the street for 
four or five hours. The police- 
men could not even clear the 
streets. It is strange how selfish 
erowds are. But you know, Jesus 
seemed to know what to do witn 
¢rowds. Nobody was ever able 
to manage a crowd like the Lord 
Jesus. If you want to get a les- 
son in how to handle a crowd, go 
eut in the ‘desert and find Jesus 
dealing with a hungry crowd. It 
is past dinner time. The people 
are tired. Somebody says, ‘It is 
past dinner time. You had better 
send them home to get something 
to eat.’ 


Jesus said, ‘Oh, no, let’s not 
pend them home. Let’s feed them. 
Have them sit down, just let them 
be seated in groups.’ If I didn’t 
know anything about Jesus ex- 
eept that one instant, I would 
know that He knew what to do 
with crowds. He was the greatest 
master of assemblies who ever 
lived. Now don’t you forget this. 

Now I want you to remember 
@nother thing: Jesus Christ was 
the greatest teacher the world 
ever saw. I do not know much 
about pedagogy. I am the founder 
ef a college, but I borrow the 
technical brain to run it. I do, 
however, know a little something 
about teaching. I know this much 
about it: a great teacher must 
know his subject. Jesus Christ 
taught His major. Jesus Christ 
told, men about God, and He knew 
God. He said that He and His 
Father were one. He never had 
any question in His mind when 
He spoke of God. 


A great teacher must not only 
know his major subject, but he 
must know his pupil. Jesus knew 
his pupils. “I know what is in 
man,” He said. He should have 
known, because He made man. 

A great teacher must live what 
he teaches. , Jesus is the only 
teacher who ever lived who could 
look into the faces of His pupils 
and sincerely say, “Who can con- 
vict me of sin?” 


Now, measuring Jesus Christ by 
these standards I have submitted 
-—and I do not care where you 
#0, you cannot beat those standards 
—He was the world’s greatest 
teacher. Now, you put the two 
things together: the greatest mas- 
ter of assemblies and the greatest 
teacher. Jesus Christ could have 
gone to Rome, built a university 
and enrolled 50,000 pupils. He 
eould have gone to Jerusalem and 
built another university and en- 
rolled 25,000 or 50,000 more. But 
He did not do it. He built q lit- 
tle school and enrolled just twelve 


boys. I want you to notice how 
He did it. 
Somebody came to Jesus one 


day and said, ‘I would like to go 
to your school.’ 

He said, “That is fine. You 
know, we have the greatest foot- 


ball team in Palestine.’ He did 
not say it! 
Somebody else said, ‘I would 


like to go to school.’ 

He said, “That is wonderful. We 
have the most marvelous scientific 
laboratory on earth.’ He did not 
say it! The only laboratory He 
had was the dining room at a wed- 
ding feast where he changed water 
to wine. 

Somebody said, ‘I would like to 
go to school.’ 

He said, ‘Well, that is great! 
We have the most highly endowed 
university on earth.’ He did not 
say it! The only endowment He 
had was the money He got out 
of a fish’s mouth when He had to 
pay taxes. 

Somebody said, ‘I woukd like 
to go to school.’ ; 

He said, “That is wonderful. We 
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have just completed the most 
magnificent library on earth.’ He 
did not say it! His library was 
the stars in the sky, the fish in 
the sea, the flowers of the field, 
the birds in the air, and the Old 
Testament. 

Somebody else said, ‘I want to 
go to school.’ 

He said, ‘That is marvelous. 
That is so wonderful! We have 
just built a marvelous academic 
building! He did not say it! His 
classroom was a dusty highway, 
a seashore, a hillside, and a moun- 
taintop. ; 

Somebody said, ‘I would like to 
go to school.’ 

He said, “That is wonderful. I 
would like to ask you something: 
do you know what hardships 
mean? Do you see those birds 
flying yonder? I put their wings 
on them and all their feathers. 
They have a nest. That fox going 
across to yonder mountainside has 
a hole in the mountain which he 
calls home. I have nowhere to 
lay My head. Can you sleep out 
at night? Can you stand a rock 
for a pillow? If you can, I will 
be glad to enroll you.’ 

Somebody answered, 
want that kind of school. 
comfortable bed. 
everything niece.’ 
away. 

Somebody else came to Him and 
said, ‘I want to go to school.’ 

He said, ‘That is marvelous. I'll 
be so glad to have you. Go get 
a cross.’ 

‘Get what ?’ 

‘Get a cross.’ 

‘Get a cross?’ 

‘Yes.’ 

‘What for?’ 

‘Well, I am going to die. I am 
looking for people who can die. 
If you cannot die, I do not want 
you. Get a cross and let's go die 
together. I am on My way to die. 
That is what I came to earth for. 
I came from Heaven’s noonday to 
earth’s night to die. Get a cross 
and come on; let’s go die.’ 

Listen to me! It is better to die 
for something than it is to live for 
nothing—as most people are do- 
ing! People say, “We don’t want 
to die; we want to live!” Listen, 
men and women! There are some 
things worth dying for! 

Jesus Christ enrolled just twelve 
boys. I am surprised that He got 
that many in one generation. But 
as careful as He was, He got one 
bad boy, a boy named Judas Is- 
cariot, a dirty double-crosser who 
had to be shipped. Do you know 
why people have a contempt for 
Judas? He was not loyal. He 
sold out his gang. Nobody has 
anything but contempt for a man 
who is disloyal to his crowd. In 
Bob Jones College we never hire 
anybody to “cuss” us. We can 
get “cussin’”’ free. 


Jesus had a little crowd and 
one of them turned out bad. One 
of the boys sold Him for thirty 
pieces of silver, had to be shipped 
from school, and ended up a sui- 
cide. Another one of the boys 
walked out and said, ‘I don’t know 
that crowd at all.’ He denied that 
he had ever been to the school. He 
denied that he even knew the 
teacher. The President of the 
college was on the cross. There 
was not a building to burn. You 
cannot burn up truth when you get 
it in the human heart and when 
it is really planted in the soul of 
man!

cross. One of the boys is a sui- 
cide. Another is swearing he does 
not know Him. Oh, tragedy of 
horrors! But that little school 


that did not last but three years 


shook the foundations of the em- 
pires and turned the current of 
history. What was there in that 
school that made it significant? 

‘Jesus did not have a home eco- 
nomics department. He never 
taught anybody how to bake bis- 
cuits. He did not have any place 
to teach people to be typists and 
to write shorthand. He did not 
teach anybody how to make a liv- 
ing. Notice, please: He said, ‘Don’t 
worry about making a living. Just 
don’t pay any attention to that; 
that is easy.’ 

I think I will stop a minute and 
tell you about an experience I 
had some time ago when I spoke 
to about a hundred men at a Ro- 


them. They, like all men in our 
modern day, were passing through 
such a great strain. I stood there 
and talked to those men, and when 
I sat down I thought I had made 
a pretty good speech. 


Now I want to tell you some- 
thing that did not really happen 
after I made my speech and sat 
down. I just imagined it hap- 
pened. A man stood up. He was 
a rather tired looking but hand- 
some man. He said, “Fellows, we 
have just a minute; and before 
we go I should like to present a 
very distinguished Guest, a Friend 
of mine, who is here. I got in 
touch with him and told him about 
our problems and asked .Him to 
make a speech for us. My friend 
has been here before.” I looked 
around and wondered to whom he 
was referring. He said, “My 
Friend came to the earth nearly 
two thousand years ago by way of 
the body of a virgin.” 

“Oh, could it be? Is it possible 
that He is here somewhere?’ My 
heart inquired. 


“My Friend lived for about thir- 
ty-three years on earth. He was 
so good and so different from 
everybody else that the world 
couldn’t stand Him. One day they 
put Him on a cross. Then they 
took His mangled body down and 
put it in a tomb. It stayed there 
three days. At the end of three 
days He pulled off the 
clothes and got up and lighted a 
lamp in that grave—a lamp that 
has never gone out since that 
time. A little bit later my Friend 
climbed back to the skies. He has 
been up there nearly two thousand 
years. I got in touch with Him 
today and told Him that we are 
in an awful mess in this world. I 
told Him that it is a bloody world. 
I told Him that our standards 
were fallen down. I told Him 
that everything in the world was 
shot to pieces. I asked Him if He 
would not come down here today 
and tell us what to do.” 

I said to myself, “If He appears 
I cannot look at Him. I have been 
so selfish, and He never was sel- 
fish; I cannot bear to look at 
Him!” 

The man went on to say, “Gen- 
tlemen, I wish to present Jesus 
Christ, the Son of God, the Son 
of Man, my persona] Saviour, my 
Lord, my Friend.” Out from be- 
hind the curtain that hides the 
invisible, I thought I saw Jesus 
appear. I looked at Him. Such 
eyes I never saw! He opened His 
mouth to speak, and, oh, the mu- 
sic of His voice! 


This is what He said: “Seek ye 
first the kingdom of God, and his 
righteousness; and all these things 
shall be added unto you.” And 
He disappeared out of sight. 

It is strange to me that men 
will not listen-to Jesus. They lis- 
ten to everybody else—to John 
Lewis, to Roosevelt, to Truman, 
to Congress, to kings, to Stalin. 
They listen to everybody but 
Jesus. Jesus offered no worldly 
methods of making a living. He 
said, ‘Don’t worry about it.’ [If 
you will put first things first, the 
living will take care of itself. All 
the hunger, all the sorrow, all the 
strife, all the trouble, all the cry 
for bread comes from the fact 
that men do not do what Jesus 
said do. 

What did Jesus teach in this 
school? He taught men how to 
live. How did He teach them to 
live? He said; ‘Live by dying. 
Crucify yourself. Put self down. 
Deny yourself. Suppress yourself.’ 
Our forefathers were not always 
good men, but they did accept, at 
least to some extent, that much 
of the philosophy of Jesus Christ. 

I.am not such an old man, but 
when we went to college we had 
no elective system in _ college. 
When I went to college I was told 
to take mathematics. I said, “I 
don’t like it.” 

They said, “Yousshut up! 
will tell you what to take.” 
They said, ‘Take Latin.” 

ye Eh 

“Shut up! Don’t talk back to 
us. You take that Latin!” Do 
you know what they told us? 
They told us that the things we 
did not liké were the things we 
needed. They said, “Self-denial 
will build character, will put mus- 
cles in your soul,*will put muscles 
in your will, will put backbone in

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but what you ought to do, will 
make men and women out of you. ° 
Our forefathers accepted that 
philosophy. \That philosophy dom- 
inated the thought-life of this na- 
tion. The men who laid the foun- 
dations of this government be- 
lieved that and lived it and taught 
it and practiced it, and ‘those 
were the men who made this coun- 
try. 
Il. America Has Displaced the 
Christian Philosophy With 
the Philosophy of Human 
Wisdom and Human Desire 
A few years ago we began ‘to 
surrender our Christian philoso- 


‘phy and we little by little came 


under the dominating power of 
another philosophy. Some people 
thought this was a new philoso- 
phy, but I will show you before 
I am through with this message 
that it is not a new philosophy. 
This is a philosophy of “Do as 
you please” “Live your own life.” 
In the old days people said, “Sup- 
press!” Then they began to say, 
“Express.” They said, “What you 
want, you have a right to have. 
What you want to do, you have a 
right to do.” I want to show you 
this afternoon that we are are 
reaping today from the sowing of 
that philosophy that began to 
dominate the thought life of 
America about fifty years ago 
and has almost completely dom- 
inated our thinking for the last 
twenty-five years. 

The philosophy that largely in- 
fluences the thinking of America 
is satanic. It came from the 
Devil. The Devil came to Eve 
and said, “Hath God said?” What 
he was really saying was, “Is that 
so? Oh, really! Do you believe 
that old stuff! Why how silly to 
think that anybody up-to-date 
could believe that!” 


“Hath God said?” Now, let me 
stop here a minute. If God has 
said, then this Bible is what He 
has said. If you. cannot find the 
will of God between the lids of 
this Bible, there is no revelation 
of the will of God which has been 
given to man. 

A few years ago I walked up 
and down the sea wall of Galveston, 
Texas. I was told how one night 
the hand of nature reached out 
from the dark pavilion of a storm 
cloud, dipped up water by the mil- 
lions of gallons and poured it on 
the streets of the city and how in 
that one night ten thousand people 
were drowned. People talk about 
going up through nature to na- 
ture’s God—I do not know how to 
go up through that kind of na- 
ture to nature’s God. 

I remember a few years ago 
when I was conducting a meeting 
in New York City. One night 
after church newsboys were cry- 
ing “Buy a paper! Read about 
the sinking of the Titanic!” I 
rushed out and bought a paper 
and read how the hand of nature 
froze an iceberg, and how sixteen 
hundred people coming across the 
sea in that ship went to the bot- 
tom of the sea because they came 
in contact with the iceberg form- 
ed by the hand of nature. 

Oh. yes, nature speaks. “The 
heavens declare the glory of God” 
—I know ‘that. “And the firma- 
ment sheweth his handiwork’’—I 
know that. ut when I want to 
know the will of God for my life 
I will find it between the 
of this Bible. This is the only 
Book that has ever been written 
that speaks with absolute author- 
ity about the will of God. Listen 
here, the folks who stand up in 
your classrooms and your modern 
pulpits and tell you that this is 
not the inspired Word of God are 
largely responsible for the mess 
we are in! 

I remember dropping into a 
service down South a few years 
ago. An old schoolmate of mine 
was up in the pulpit talking. I eas- 
ed in and listened to him. Here is 
what he said: “Beloved, you don’t

want to be understood. Person- 
ally, I am rather inclined to ac- 
cept the virgin birth. I am rather 
inclined to think that that story 
is correct. But you don’t have to 
accept it to be a Christian. Many 


‘of the loveliest Christians I know 


do not believe in the virgin birth 
of Christ.” Shut up! Shut up, 
you humbug, you lying hypocrite; 
shut up! Get out of the pulpit, 
you dirty hypocrite—get out of 
that pulpit! Listen! This Bible 
says that Jesus Christ was born 
of a virgin. If He was not, the 
Bible lied about it. That preacher 
was telling all those young folks in 
that audience that day: “You 
don't have to believe in the Bible.” 
That is the most satanic of all 
satanic methods. It is a subtile 
way of injecting a question mark 
in the minds of people. Listen! 
The Ten Commandments are in 
this Bible. Did the Ten Com- 
mandments come from God, or 
didn’t they? Where did _ they 
come from? Are they Moses’ or- 
ders or are they God’s orders? 


Ill. Communism Is Merely 
the Denial of the Philosophy 
of the Bible 


I remember a few years ago I 
was on a preaching tour in Po- 
land. One day I was going from 
one town to another in a man’s 
wagon. He was a Christian. He 
took me fifteen miles across the 
country. He did not know but 
two English words. One word 
was brother and the other word 
was Christian. We passed a home 
and he said, “Brother, Christian.” 
Every once in a while he would 
point to himself and say, “Chris- 
tian,” then point to me and say, 
“Brother.” That man had two 
horses and a wagon. They cost 
him $35.00 in American money. 
He was a bloated bondholder. The 
rest of the people were walking. 
I had my picture made with four 
men who walked twenty-five miles 
to church to hear me preach and 
twenty-five miles home after 
the service. I have no picture 
which I value as I do that one. 


That man had a right to those 
horses and that wagon, according 
to the Bible. The Bible says, 
‘Thou shalt not covet thy neigh- 
bor’s wife, nor his ox, nor his ass, 
nor his shop, nor his factory, nor 
his store nor his automobile.’ That 
is all in the Bible. It is not im 
just those words, but it is there. 
The Bible says, “Thou shalt not 
covet thy neighbour’s house, thou 
shalt not covet thy neighbor's 
wife, nor his manservent, nor his 
maidservent, nor his ass, nor any 
thing that is thy neighbor's.” 
Did the Ten Commandments 


come from God, or did _ they 
not? The Ten Commandments 
recognize the fact’ that you 


have a right to have a wife and 
that nobody has a right to take 
her away from you; that you have 
the right to have a horse and no- 
body has the right to take it away 
from you; that you have the right 
to have a dog if you want one, 
and nobody has a right to take i## 
away from you; that you have the 
right to have a home, to own it 
and live in it, and nobody has the 
right to take it away from you. 
No wonder we have a nation of 
anarchists and lawbreakers. Ne 
wonder the young people in this 
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eountry are trampling on God’s 
law and God’s Bible. They have 
been taught that God has not 
spoken. They say, “This isn't 
from, God!” 

The Devil said, ‘Has God said? 
Oh, really!’ 

And notice what Eve said. She 
said, ‘Yes, God said. He said we 
mustn't eat the fruit.. He even 
said we shouldn’t touch the tree.’ 
She lied about that. Rebellion set 
im. She said, ‘Look out, Adam, 
you .might touch God’s tree. You'd 
better be careful around _ here. 
You can’t do anything in this gar- 
den.’ Did you ever hear anything 
like that? Did you ever have 
your children come and say to 
you, “I just .can’t do anything.” 
The little liars! They have a rea- 
sonable mother and father, but 
they say, “We can do anything.” 
Listen! You can do anything you 
ought to do. There is not any- 
thing nice that you cannot do. 
Eve wanted to do something that 
was not right, and God _ said, 
‘Don't do it.’ : 


The Devil slandered God. The 
Devil told Eve that she would not 
die. When you say God will not 
punish sin; when you say there is 
no Hell, you are not honoring 
God. You are slandering God. 
The man who says God will not 
damn a sinner says that God is 
an unjust judge on the throne. 
You have just as much right to 
say a judge on a bench will not 
sentence a guilty man as to say 
that God will not punish sin. It is 
a slander on God. 

Eve said, ‘You can’t even touch 
the tree.’ 


The Devil said, ‘I have her.’ He 
said to her, ‘Say, you don’t need 
any big boss telling you what to 
do. Why don’t you be your own 
God, live your own life. You don't 
want anybody telling you what to 
do. Strut your stuff!’ That is 
where your modern, satanic phil- 
osophy got into the schoolrooms 
and universities and some pulpits 
Listen! It is not original, It was 
stolen from the Devil by school 
teachers and preachers to damn 
the world. That is what is the 
matter with us. Now what do you 
have? You have a generation of 
young people who are saying, “I 
don’t want anybody telling me 
how to live. I want to live my 
own life!’ 


IV. The Breakdown in Moral- 

ity and the Home Is Because

When I was a boy we did know 
right from wrong. This genera- 
tion really does not know right 
from wrong. I will illustrate what 
I am saying: 

I suppose every man has had 
a little trouble with his wife. If 
a man says he never had a cross 
word with his wife, I know there 
ia something wrong with one of 
them. Suppose a man in the old 
days had trouble with his wife. 
Suppose he went uptown pouting. 
Suppose he is going down the 
street and sees a woman. Sup- 
pose he gets to wondering, think- 
ing about his old girl, and says, 
“IT, just wonder how life would 
have been if I had married that 


other woman who begged me 80 
hard to take her.” He looks at 
that women and she smiles at him. 
He is tempted to smile back but he 


says, “I’m married. My wife 
isn‘t all she ought to be. I left 
her pouting this morning. I don’t 


believe she treated me right. But 
I am married to her, and God has 
fixed it so I ought to stick to her. 
God’s Word teaches me that I 
ought not to think about another 
woman. I’m married to her. Of 
course I might have done better, 
but I didn’t; and now I’m married 
to her. I must tough it out. I 
have just got to take it. I've got 
to put up with it.” 

He goes downtown and works all 
day. That night he goes home 
and his wife is all dressed up. She 
has powdered her nose, has put 
on a nice littlehouse dress and 
a clean apron. He walks in and 
she says, “Are you tired?” 

“Yes, pretty tired. Are you 
tired ?”’ 

“Yes, I’m awfully tired. I 
thought you would like so-and-so 
to eat and I fixed it for you, I 
hope you like it.” 

He says, “I know I'll like it, 
honey. I’m sorry I went away 
pouting this morning.” 

She says, “I’m sorry, too, about 
what I did.” And they have a 
fuss about who’was to blame for it. 
They forget all about it and go 
on and live happily ever after. 

Now a fellow marries a woman, 
has a little fuss with her, goes 
down the street and meets some- 
body. He looks at her. She 
smiles. He says, “I wish I had 
her instead of my wife. I bet she 
is pleasant al] the time.” 

He says to her, “How about hav- 
ing a little lunch with me?” 

She says, “All right; fine. My 
husband is out of town.” They sit 
down and listen to each other's 
woes. He tells her how he has 


tried to be good to his wife and | 


yet he has not been happy. She 
tells him about her woes. And 
they make up their minds to get 
a divorce—and feel all right about 
it. Why? They have lowered 
their standards. They have no 
code. They have no moral] law. 
They know no authoritative God 
and no authoritative Bible. This 
country is going to Hell because 
we have taught-people a philiso- 
phy that damns them. 

We say to a man, “Do you see 
that woman?” 

“Uh-huh.” 

“Do you like her?” 

“Uh-huh.” 

“Does she like you?” 

“Uh-huh.” 

“Well, take her and go to Hell 


_ = 


with her.” That is the reason the 
divorce mills grind. That is the 
reason this country is going to 
Hell, 


Listen! Let’s get this straight 
now. Your Christian philosophy 
will not save you; nobody but 
Jesus can save you. But Chris- 
tian philosophy restrains you, to 
say the least of it. All restraints 
have been lifted. We have tried 
to break loose. We have taken 
the bridle off. We have taken 
the bits out of the mouth. We 
have pulled off the harness and 
told the flesh to go. And flesh 
is going to Hell! That is what is 
the matter with America. Any- 
thing we want, we think we have 
a right to have. 


V. The Breakdown in Char- 
acter Comes From Forsaking 
the Bible Philosophy 

A man said to me not long 
ago: “Young people are so mucha 
more open than they used to be.” 
So is the garbage can! When 
[I was a boy we said one thing 
was right and another thing 
was wrong, and we never felt 
right when we did wrong. There 
is hope for people who feel 
mean when they sin.- When a 
nation gets to where it can sin, 
when young people get to where 
they can sin; when people get to 
where they can get a divorce and 
raise the devil and never feel bad 
about it—that is the last day be- 
fore judgment. And that is Amer- 
ica. That is where we are going 


now. That explains the moral 
looseness in this country. 


Men and women, I want to talk 
to you just a minute. I want to 
tell you something. I have been 
before the public a long time. I 
have had a lot of experience. A 
great many things I do not know; 
But I told my son not long ago, 
“Bob, I've lived long enough to 
make all the mistakes. You 
haven't lived that long. I would 
like to help you put as much of 
the program over as possible,. be- 
cause you haven't lived long 
enough to make all of them I have 
made:”’ But I have learned some- 
thing that I want to get over to 
you today. I have seen during 
the last twenty-five years a de- 
terioration in character in Amer- 
ica. We have a bankruptcy of 
character even among us funda- 
mentalists. I have had more fun- 
damental religious leaders’ to 
break their word with me in the 
last ten years than I had had 
all my life up to that time. I 
want to tell you Christian work- 
ers something: I have never known 
a man who would not keep his 
word whom God Almighty blessed 
long. God will bless a man a 
little while on the credit: but 1 
have never known a man to 3uc- 
ceed for very long in this world 
in any line whose word was not 
good. You can go to Washington 
today and take those old senators 
~-I could name one of them who 
has been there for years. He is 


he says it is a deal, it is a deal, 
When he says, “I will keep my 
word,” he will keep his word. You 
can take the political bosses in 
this country—as corrupt as many 
of them are—and there is one 
thing about them: they will keep 
their word. What this country 
needs is a revival of old-time de- 
cency among us orthodox people, 
I am talking about my crowd. 
We need to get back to where we 
have some integrity! 


I will tell you something else, 


Now listen—I am not saying you 
are not going to Heaven by the 
grace of God, “For by grace are 
ye saved through faith”— I know 
all of that. But you can go te 
Heaven spineless. We have a 
bankruptcy of character in this 
country, and it is telling on all of 
us. Take my college. We have 
over fifteen hundred students this 
year from every state in the Un- 
ion and several foreign countries, 
Do you know what people sag 
about me and my college? They 
do not say that we are not ortho- 
dox. The Devil does not care 
about your being orthodox if you 
will not do anything about abowt 
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it, if you will just be orthodox 
and do nothing. Do you know 
what they laugh at us about? All 
over America people say, “Bob 
Jones has discipline in Bob Jones 
College. Why if you go down 
there you will have a dictator. 
They will tell you when to get up 
in the morning. They will tell 
you when to go to bed. Who 
wants to be like that? You want 
to live your own life, don’t you? 
You do not want somebody tell- 
ing you what to do and what not 
to do, do you?” There are ortho- 
dox young people in America who 
say that. I have a harder time 
with our Christian philosophy than 
I do with our Christian theology. 
It is easier to get people to ac- 
cept the deity of Jesus Christ 
than it is to get them to deny 
themselves after they accept it. 
And if you live up to standards, 
they will slander you; they will 
Say you are a dictator and a pope. 
They will say everything thay can 
against you if you’ stand for 
standards, if you will not flinch, 
if you will not dodge. But I want 
to give you a testimony: you will 
come out on top! 

I happened to be a visitor and 
gat in the gallery during the last 
Democratic convention William 
Jennings Bryan ever attended. I 
watched that old man stand there 
and hush that hissing mob—many 
of them foreighers—into silence 
because he had the courage of his 
convictions. E*sat there and 
choked up. ‘Tears came to my 
eyes. I said, “There is a man who 
has always stood for the right 
regardless of how the crowd 


went.” He never trimmed. He 
never dodged. He never pussy- 
footed. As God gave him to see 


the light, he went ahead in that 
light. What we need in this coun- 
try is a revival of old-time de- 
cency, of honor and integrity and 
old-time convictions. We need 
manhood and womanhood and a 
Christian philosophy that will 
make us face the foe and do what 
is right, regardless of the con- 
sequences! 

Students just out of high school 
eome to our college, many of 
them from good homes. I believe 
it is almost impossible for stu- 
dents to go through high. school 
and not pick up a little of that 
philosophy. They see things go- 
ing on around them until it does 
not seem so bad to them. I have 
had them come to me and say, 
“Dr. Bob, let me tell you some- 
thing; I just don’t know what kept 
me out of Hell. I suppose it was my 
mother’s prayers. About the mat- 
ters of my own convictions and 
my own ideas of what was right 
and wrong I Tound myself slip- 
ping.” I have had girls from 
lovely homes and boys from lovely 
homes, some of them sons and 
daughters .of ministers, -tell me 
that they found themselves slip- 
ping in their own convictions, 
their own ideas of what was right 
and what was wrong. I have had 
them tell me, “Dr. Bob, I do not 
know what was the matter, but I 
began to tolerate and condone sin 
and decide that maybe after all 
Wwe were just a little old-fogey.” 
© Lord God, give us a revival 2%f 
old-time standards of decency in 
this country. Bring those stand- 
ards back before this nation is 
damned! (Applause.) 

A few years ago I was on a 
train going up to an eastern city 
to hold a revival campaign. Our 
train passed through a certain city 
and I bought a noon edition of the 
newspaper. There were large, very 
striking headlines across the front 
page. I read those headlines. They 
said there was a big football game 
in the city that day. All furniture 
had been taken out of the parlors 
of the hotels. 
stationed in every hotel to protect 
hote] property from the destruc- 
tive influence of those university 
students. The paper stated that 
at the time of the last football 
game the boys and girls got drunk 
and went into the bedrooms of 
the hotels and threw whiskey bot- 
tles against mirrors, and that they 
had to move the furniture out of 
the parlors and lobbies to keep 
them from destroying it. Isn't 
that lovely culture for you? That 
js America, isn’t it? They did not

idl a police force. They needed 
some mammies and some daddies 
with baseball bats at the entrance 
of those buildings! (Applause.) 
They needed a college president 
like me! (Applause.) Buddy, I 
could have handled the entire lot 
of them! But, poor kids, they had 
been taught to express themselves. 
They had been told, “If you want 
to get drunk, get drunk.” People 
had said to them, “You like liquor, 
don’t you?” 

“Sure.” 

“Well, take it. You are living 
your own life, aren't you? If 
you want to cuss, just cuss. You 
will feel better when you cuss. 
You won't feel right if you don’t 
cuss a little when you feel like 
cussing. It relieves you. It emp- 
ties your soul. It helps you. Ex- 
press yourself!” 

I went on to the city where we 
were to conduct tHe _ revival. 
When I got there I went to a hotel 
to register. I looked over the 
crowd as I registered. I said to 
the clerk, “I will not go up right 
now. What is all the crowd?” 

He said, ‘“There was a big foot- 
ball game and they are having a 
ball tonight.” 

Mrs. Jones was with me and I 
seated her over in one _ corner. 
Then I started to go through the 
crowd. I found that a large per- 
centage of the people were drunk. 
Some of them were staggering. I 
Saw one girl who could not have 
been over seventeen or eighteen 
years old. I imagine she was a 
western girl; she talked a little 
like a westerner. She was rather 
attractive, I imagine, when she 
was sober. I looked at her and 
thought of her old daddy—maybe 
a man who had never had a chance 
and who said, “I want my daugh- 
ter to have a chance.” I thought 
that maybe a tired mother had 
said, “Let’s send our daughter to 
a great university.” I stood there 
and watched her. Every time 
somebody came through _— she 
would say, “C-o-me h-h-ere and 
I'll t-tellya the f-fuhnniest s-story 
yaever h-heard in yer life. Yeh— 
the other night at our perjaamah 
re 4 (Laughter. ) Let’s 
not laugh about that; -let‘s cry! 
Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet, 

Lest we forget--lest we forget! 

Listen! Let me tell You some- 
thing! Any girl who gets drunk 
is crooked. If an intoxicated girl 
is not ruined, the man with her is 
either too drunk or too decent to 
ruin her. These girls staggering 
out of these cocktail lounges filled 
with liquor and holding cigarettes 
in their hands—if they are not 
ruined, it is an accident! 

I went on through the lobby of 
that Pittsburgh hotel and saw 
what was going on. Then I went 
to the baHroom. It was crowded 
to suffocation with a bunch of 
drunken people. Some of them 
were so intoxicated that they 
could hardly stand up. I stood 
there for a while and then came 
back. Mrs. Jones and I got in the 
elevator and = started upstairs. 
There were several couples in the 
elevator, and they were intoxicat- 
ed. We went down the hall to our 
room. The room next to ours was 
almost filled with a bunch of 
drunken degenerates, wallowing 
on the beds; sitting in each other’s 
laps, vomiting, s.ioking cigar- 
ettes, cursing and damning. I 
went to our room, threw up a win- 
dow and got a breath of air. I said 
to myself, ‘What can be expected 
of America when young people 
are having drilled into them the 
philosophy that damns them?” 
Blot out God and Heaven and Hell 
and eternity, and that philosophy 
will ruin you in this world.

You may have 
read it. I remember I was down 
South and one night after church 
read it.

The cymbals crash, 
And the dancers walk, 
With long silk stockings 
And arms of chalk, 
Butterfly skirts, 
And white breasts bare, 
And shadows of dead men 
Watching ‘em there,

During that time Billy Sunday 
was preaching in America The 
great New York campaign and 
the Chicago eampaign were held 
about that time. I had some of 
my greatest campaigns during 
World War I. So did other evan- 
gelists. We got rid‘of liquor dur- 
ing the war. I do not know wheth- 
er you are a prohibitionist or not, 
but whether you are or not, one 
thing you have to admit: people 
must have had some kind of com- 
science then. Even New York 
state said it was not right to use 
grain to make whiskey while peo- 
ple were hungry. We did not 
learn that during the last World 
war. Some people could not can 
fruit; fruit was ruining. And yet 
there was plenty of liquor for 
the women as well as the men. 
When the war was over, did we 
say, “Thank you, God?” £4No. 
What did we do? We said, “Let’s 
go to a party.” We began to 
dance, We danced on the cof-

dead soldiers. We danced to the 


‘a nation of diseased perverts if 


tunes of their dying groans. 
America started to Hell after 
World War I. We had never 
reached such high standards in 
this country as we did for a lit- 
tle while during World War I. 
I was preaching all over Amer- 
ica.

A wave of 
respectability swept over this 
country. During World War I 
We became respectable Americans.

I was out in California not long 
ago and I heard a good friend of 
mine tell this story.

Some 
of them came back expecting to 
find godliness and decency and 
respectability. In fox-holes they 
had prayed. They had cried to 
God. Oh, what a mess we have 
made! And God will not let us 
get away with it! We cannot get 
away with it! We think we will 
beat the sin game with science, 
but we cannot beat it with sci- 
ence. 


Vil. Why God Destroys

I remember when I was a boy 
I used to read in the Bible about 
the children of Israel’s going to 
Canaan. God said, ‘When you get 
there, kill everything in sight. 
Kill the men. Kill the women. Kill 
the babies.

upon the ruins of that civiliza-. 
tion God could build the Jewish 
civilization and out of the loins 
of the Jews bring the Messiah 
and through the heart of the Jew 
bring the Bible. God lets a na- 
tion go so far and then.He set- 
tles with it. God Almighty is 
under no obligation to America. 
What does God owe us? What 
are we in this country strutting 


our stuff about? What does God 


- 


Almighty owe us? We trample 
on His Sabbath and His Bible 
and pull down his standards—the 
standards that our fathers set up. 
What does God owe us? Listen! 
God Almighty who has settled 
with nations in the past will set- 


tle with America some time, and 


I think it will be some time soon. 

I remember a few years ago I 
was down in Cairo, Egypt. As 
I rambled around there among 
the relics of antiquity I saw some 
of those old mummies. I never 
shall forget one of them... I. do 
not remember which one he was, 
but he looked like he had just 
gone to sleep. I tried to wake the 
old boy up, but I could not get 
him awake. I asked him if he 
ever loved anybody, and he would 
not tell me. I asked him if he 
ever hated anybody, and he would 
not tell me. I asked him. if.he 
lived a moral life, and he would 
not say anything. I asked him if 
he ever made speeches like Amer- 
ican politicians make. I said, 
“Did you ever get up and say, 
‘Oh, imperishable Egypt!’ I 
thought he blushed when I asked 
him that. I said, “All right, old 
boy; goodby. I will see you on 
the day of resurrection. You will 
get up some day. God Almighty 
will blow a horn and get you 
awake. I can’t wake you, but my 
God can wake you.” 

We went out and stood on the 
steps of the museum. As I stood 
there I began to think. I had 
just recently been to the tomb 
of Abraham where Sarah sleeps 
by his_ side. I stood there 
and said, “It will. be a wWon- 
derful day when Abraham shakes 
the dust off his shroud and tells 
Sarah to get up. It will be a won- 
derful day when old David gets 
up and says, ‘Get my harp.’” 

Today many of our Christian 
dead sleep. You will think it is 
a camp meeting when they get up 
some day. 


I was thinking of all that when 
suddenly my Mohammedan guide 
touched me on the shoulder and 
said, “Doctor, before we leave 
Cairo I would like to take you 
to an old museum and show you 
some statues of perversity. that 
will tell you the story of Egypt- 


ian. depravity five thousand 
years ago.” nei 
I. said, “I don’t want .ta., see 


your Egyptian depravity.”. L have 
been in Rome, and in the midst of 
Roman rubbish I found . statues 
of perversity. I have been to 
Athens, and in the midst of. the 
crumbled ruins of Athenian -cul- 
ture I found statues of pervers- 
ity. Then I thought of America. 
On the walls of public buildings 
in America you will find the same 
statues of perversity that you will 
find among the nations which 
God destroyed. There have been 
more dirty pictures put on, the 
walls of public buildings in, Amer- 
ica. in the last quarter of a cen-

let’s have prayer and any word on 
your hearts before we go.” And 
lo and behold this unsaved man 
who had come in for the men’s 
business-meeting of the church 
got up and said, “Brother Rice, I 
have something to say if you 
don't mind. I don’t think this is 
much of a church of Christians.”’ 
Everybody was dumfounded! But 
he went on to say, “My soul has 
been troubled all day. I want to 
be saved and I came here tonight, 
but nobody said a word to me 
about the Lord. I have been to 
this church a lot, but nobody has 
talked to me about being saved. 
Here is Mr. He runs the 
cemetery and has a big business 
office. He is so busy—he would 
be glad to sell me a lot in his 
cemetery but has not talked to me 
about my soul. Here is this other 
man, Mr. — He owns a big 
machinery company. He would be 
giad to talk to me about that, but 
he has not talked to me about my 
soul. I am lost I may die and 
go to Hell. I came here wanting 
to be saved and nobody said a 
thing to me about it.” It was 
awfully embarrassing—that is, to 
everybody but me! I just. sat 
back and enjoyed it. I said, ‘Yes, 
that is right. I have been trying 
to get these big businessmen. to 
do personal soulwinning. I sat 
down and let the fellow scorch 
them, After a while when I 
thought he had tanned them 
enough, I got my Bible and took 
this unsaved man off to one side 
and showed him how to be saved. 
Oftentimes we are so sensitive 
and “tactful” (which is another 
word for “cowardly” sometimes) 
that we let people around us go 
to Hell. Paul did not. He said, 
‘Felix, I am not going to talk to 
you about why I want out of jail. 
I would like to talk to you about 
your soul, about righteousness and 
temperance and the judgment 
time that is coming.’ He talked 
to him, and Felix sat there under 
conviction and trembled as Paul 
preached to him. Wouldn’t it be 
wonderful if everywhere we went 
we coulg not think about any- 
thing much but Jesus and eternity 
and souls going to Hell and the 
blood of the cross that is enougn 
for everybody’s needs? Wouldn’t 
that’ be ‘wonderful? It is a ‘sad 
thing ‘that around about us there 
are lost people, and -many a lost 
man -could have that sad eom- 
plaint of the Psalmist when he 
said, “Refuge failed me; no man 
cared for my soul.” We need to 
be bold. Paul at. this time was 
bold before Felix. 


- Paul Preached Against Sin 

I want you to notice next what 
Paul preached. Wouldn't it be a 
fine thing if we preachers learned 
to preach like Paul. Let us see 
how many preachers are here to- 


day. Hold your hands, please. 
(Hands are held). All right, let 
us take a vote now. Do you 


think it would be all right if I 
preached like Paul did? Would 
you pass on that, you brethren, 
you preachers? Do you think it 
wotid be all right if we all set out 
to preach like Paul? Well, this 
is the way Paul-preached. Paul 
reasoned with Felix concerning 
righteousness. 

~ One man heard. me preach over 
the Christian Business men’s pro- 
gram some years .ago and said, 
“Oh, that man John Rice—he 1s 
always preaching on sin. He does 
not know anything about grace.” 
A man does not want any grace 
until he learns about sin. You need 
not talk to a man about a doctor 
if he does not know he is sick. 
You say, “Well, don’t you think 
Paul ought to have been talking 
about the blood?” Maybe so— 
after a little bit. But listen, the 
Old Testament was written before 
the New Testament, and law came 
before grace, and the law is a 
schoolmaster to bring us to Christ. 
Until a-man knows he has sinned, 
he does not know he needs a 
Saviour. 

Why don’t we preach like Paul 
did? Why don’t we preach on 
righteousness? That is why I am 
going to preach Thursday night 
on “The Scarlet Sin.” If we get 
men convicted of their sins, they 
will want to be saved. My friend, 
Dr. Joe Henry Hankins, said, 


“Brother John, you have to get men 
lost before you can get them sav- 
ed.” Well, people are already lost 
but they don’t know it. They are 
not conscious of it. They are not 
Staying awake at night over it. 
They are not weeping over it. You 
can get people considering their 
sin and their guilt before God and 
then you can get them saved. I 
am for grace, brother, but I tell 
you right now there is more in 
the Bible than love. There is more 
to it than that. There is more in 
the Bible than patting sinners on 
the back and saying, ‘Well, you're 
a pretty nice fellow, and God 
really needs you.” I am for preach- 
ing love, but we had better preach 
Hell and damnation for that is in 
the Bible, too. 


And Paul preached on righteous- 
ness, righteousness! The church 
needs to go back and -set up again 
the standards of holy living and 
righteousness, and men ought to 
know they are lost because they 
are sinners. Do you know why 
people everywhere run down the 
doctrine of Hell They do not be- 
lieve that any more. Do you know 
why? Because the church has 
lost its prophetic note of condemn- 
ing sin and of calling people to 
righteousness. We ought to bear 
down on sin and teach people that 
they ought to be right. They 
ought to do right. They ought to 
clean up their lives. And when 
men say, “Why, I try to, but my 
poor, wicked heart is so bad, I 
seem such a sinner, what will I 
do?” then you can tell him, “You 
can turn to Jesus. He died for 
Sinners such as you.” He did not 
die for anybody but sinners, how- 
ever. Jesus did not die for any- 
body but sinners, and until you get 
people to get into the class with 
sinners, they are not going to be 
saved. So here Paul reasoned with 
Felix of righteousness and of tem- 
perance. 


Paul Preached on Tem- 
perance 

Now somebody said, “Well, now 
Brother Rice, I don’t think you 
ought to jump on the movies.” As 
I said the other night, I wouldn't 
strain myself. It may be you are 
not equipped for thinking as well 
as I am on this question about 
what I ought to preach. 

“But,” somebody says, “I don’t 
like your talk .about the movies 
and about the dance, and some 
other things.” Well, Paul did the 
same kind of preaching to fit his 
day. He preached on _ temper- 
ance, on the matter of right Hv- 
ing. I come to bear down on the 
dirty, lewd, liquor business, and 
there is not one good thing that 
can be said in defense of it. Any 
preacher who does not come out 
against the liquor business is dis- 
honest with God and his holy call- 
ing and his pulpit, and with the 
people for whom he must give 
an account before God. But 
every time I bear down on the 
liquor business, and the people 
who sell it, and the people who 
eat in places where they sell it, 
and the people who elect the peo- 
ple who run it—every time I bear 
down, somebody says, ““Why don't 
you preach the gospel instead of 
preaching about booze?” Well, 
incidently, Paul just felt like 
preaching the Bible on temper- 
ance; not only perhaps on booze, 
but temperance certainly. And 
this man Felix was an intemper- 
ate man. He needed preaching 
addressed to his conscience and 
his will on the sin question. So 
Paul just bore down on that, and 
he preached to him of judgment. 
I am going to preach, God willing, 
Sunday afternoon on “When Skele- 
tons Come Out of Their Closets, 
and When Chickens Come Home 
to Roost, When the Doomed and 
Damned are Dragged Out of Hell 
to Face Christ on the Great White 
Throne Judgment of the Unsaved 
Dead.” I say, I am going to 
preach on judgment, for the Bible 
says, “It is appointed “unto man 
once to die, but after this the 
judgment,” 

Hear me, lost man! Whether 
you are in this congregation or 
whether you are in your car, or in 
your barbershop, or in your home, 
or in your business, hear me now! 


A judgment time is coming for) 


every unregenerate sinner. You 


are going to face God. Your 
deeds will come out to face you; 
the skeletons of the past sins will 
come out of their closets with rat- 
tling bones, and the ghosts of 
past sins will come to haunt you. 
God has a record book that will 
be open to you. Every Bible 
preacher must preach on the com- 
ing judgment when men must 
stand before God and give an ac- 
count for their sins. That is 
right, 

These days we do not have any 
conscience. One reason is because 
preachers no more are the pro- 
phets of God who come with holy 
chastising on sin, who come with 
holy boldness to condemn it and 
to threaten the wrath of God on 
sin. That is the way Paul preach- 
ed. These days we do not have 
anybody much tremble when we 
preach. Why? We do not do 
the kind of preaching to make 
people tremble. 

Somebody says,. “Evangelism is 
all emotion.”” Well, it would not 
hurt Chicago to get a spell of emo- 
tion—did you know that? It 
would not hurt Chicago to get con- 
viction for sin. It would not hurt 
drunkards to get like that trem- 
bling drunkard last night who 
begged God to forgive him and 
went home with peace and forgive- 
ness. We need to do the kind of 
talking that Paul did when he 
reasoned of righteousness and of 
temperance and of judgment to 
come. We need that kind of Bible 
preaching. 


Felix Trembled! 

The next thing I want you to 
notice is that Felix trembled. And 
there is more ir that than first 
meets the eye. That mean that 
the Holy Spirit of God was there 
to convict. I would never preach 
again if I did not know that the 
sweet Spirit of God is in the Word 
and that when I bring the Word 
in power of the Spirit I may ex- 
pect men to be cut to the heart; 
I may expect people to weep over 
their sins; I may expect people 
to repent. I never would preach 
again if I did not know that the 
sweet Spirit of God can do what 
I cannot do. I can only get to a 
man’s outer ear sometimes; I can- 
not even get his mind’s atten- 
tion. I certainly cannot make a 
harlot into a pure woman and a 
drunkard into a sober citizen. I 
certainly cannot make an infidel 
into a humble believer, 
Spirit of God does work in the 
heart; that we cannot do. You 
preacher friends who hear me, 
every personal worker who ever 
tries to win a soul, remember 
this: if you try to serve the Lord 
depend on the Spirit and at any 
cost in the world see that the 


but the 


Spirit of God is with you in pow- 
er. D. L. Moody said, “What a 
sin of presumption to try to do 
the work of God without the pow- 
er of God!” Paul had the power 
of God. Let us make sure that 
we have it, too, 


Sometimes people think that I 
am a little hard-bojled because I 
bear down on sin and because I 
will not trim a corner, just a lit- 
tle corner in one case and then 
another little corner in another 
case. For example, when I wrote 
Mryv Sheriff and accepted the invi- 
tation to this Arena campaign, I 
said, “I have done it only after a 
couple of months’ prayer and 
earnest waiting on God. It will 
have to be understood that I am 
not going to trim my message and 
I will not be censored about what 


a 


I am going to preach on,” etc. I 
may seem to be hard-boiled, but 
the point of it is this: I have a 
tryst to keep every day. That 
sweet Spirit of God who blesses 
me must not be grieved. If I 
have the approval of all men and 
everybody says, “Isn’t Brother 
Rice popular and fine?” and yet 
have nothing to cut to the heart 
of sinners, I would be ruined and 
undone. I am not going to risk 
that; I am going to be true to 
the holy vision. I am going to 
listen to that inner voice. I will 
sometimes tread on people’s toes. 


I will sometimes leave the im- 
pression that I am _ hard-boiled 
and dogmatic and hard to get 
along with; but I am going to 
listen to that inner voice. I am 
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Felix Before Paul

going to have the Spirit of God 
and His power on my preaching 
and on my work. Paul had that, 
and Felix trembled. O God, give 
us again the power of the Holy 
Spirit on Christians so that when 
we go among sinners they will 
tremble! 

You will remember that Charles 
@. Finney said he went into a mill 
to preach. He went in to visit and 
a girl at one of the _ spindles 
trembled. Her hands fumbled. 
She could not do her work. She 
began to weep. Then suddenly 
she fell on her knees, sobbbing. 
The woman at the next spindle 
began to weep. Soon, all over the 
mili people were weeping. The 
unconverted owner of the _ mill 
said, “Stop the mill! Stop the 
machinery! Never mind—it is not 
as important to keep the mill run- 
ning as it is to have people con- 
verted. Mr. Finney, preach to 
us!” 

You say, “Well, they don’t want 
us preaching. They don’t want 
us preaching on the radio. They 
don't want us preaching on the 


atreet. We can’t get noonday 
services in the shops and fac- 
tories.” But don’t you believe 


that if when we preached people 
trembled more, if they were cut to 
the heart, we would get more 
chances to preach? When Felix 
heard Paul, he trembled. O God, 
give the power of the Holy Spirit 
in people’s hearts that they may 
tremble, that they may be con- 
victed! We need again the ele- 
ment of the supernatural in our 
personal soulwinning, the super- 
natural, miracle-working power of 
the Holy Spirit. That is what we 
need. That is the dead issue in 
eur churches! That is the lost 
chord in our service these days. 
And we can have it! Felix trem- 
bled. He was really genuinely 
convicted. 


A More Convenient Season 

Then I come to the next point 
which I want you to notice. “Fe- 
lix trembled, and answered, Go 
thy way for this time; when I 
have a convenient season, I will 
call for thee.” He said, “...a 
convenient season.” A convenient 
season! How many in Hell looked 
for a convenient season and it 
mever came! The truth of the 
matter is, the most convenient 
geason you will ever have to be 
gaved is right now. The Bible 
says, “Seek ye the Lord while he 
may be found, call ye upon him 
while he is near.” He will not al- 
ways be near. Your heart is now 
tender; it may be as hard as stone 
gome day. In your home today 
where you hear me you have some- 
body to sit beside you, somebody 
who prays for you. If you look 
at your wife now, it may be there 
is a bit of a tear in her eye, and 
her lips quiver. She wants you to 
be saved. She is praying for you. 
¥t may be that within a year she 
will be gone to Heaven and have 
left you. Or it may be that you 
will be separated by many miles, 
I say, it is convenient now— it will 
not always be so. “Today is the 
day of salvation,” the Bible says. 
“Behold, now is the _ accepted 
time,” says the Word of God. [If 
you are ever going to be saved, 
you had better do it now. A more 
convenient season never comes. 
The Devil begins with a child's 
parent and says, “Your child had 
better wait until he is old enough 
to know what he is about.” 

The parent may say, “He knows 
he is a sinner. He wants to be 
saved.” 

“Yes, but you had better leave 
him until he is old enough to 
choose his own religion,” says 
the old lying hypocrite, the Devil, 


in order to damn the child's soul. 


When he gets a little older the 
child will be hardened in heart. [t 
will never again be as good:a time 
to be saved as thé’ first time a 
child knows” he is lost and needs 
saving. Oh, today is the day of 
salvation! If you are ever going 
to be saved, do it now! Felix 
said, ‘A more convenient season— 
if I have one, I will call.’ 

I want you to notice further 
that it is easier for young people 
to be saved than it is for older 
people to be saved. It is easier 
to be saved while your heart is 


tender than when it gets harden- 
ed. It is easier to get saved be- 
fore you get enamored of the 
pleasures and sins of the world; 
it is easier to get saved before 
you get absorbed in the money- 
making business, before the re- 
sponsibilities of a home are upon 
you. It is easier to get saved 
now than it will be tomorrow." A 
convenient season never comes to 
those who postpone salvation. Oh, 
‘Today is the day of salvation’! 
If you are ever going to be saved, 
‘A more 


do it now. Felix said, 


convenient season- 
I will call.’ 


-if 1 have one, 


I want you to notice further 
about this man: “He hoped also 
that money should have been giv- 
en him of Paul, that he might 
loose him: wherefore he sent for 
him the oftener, and communed 
with him.” If you had seen Felix 
sitting there as his lips quivered, 
you would have supposed he was 
honest. He said, “Paul, I’m trou- 
bled about this matter.” I imag- 
ine he said, ‘Paul, I hope you 
will pray for me.’ Don’t you 
suppose so? Sometimes people 
say that. They go on in sin but 
at the same time say, “I want 
you to pray for me while I go on 
and live for the Devil so I will 
not burn in Hell. I want to turn 
just in time.” So Felix trembled. 
He said, ‘Paul, you must be right; 
and when I have a convenient 
time [I am awfully busy these 
days} I will send for you.’ He 
was a dirty crook. He said, ‘If I 
keep this fellow coming to see 
me, maybe he will offer me a 
bribe so I can turn him loose; 
and I will make money out of 
him.’ You see, he had a dirty, 
black heart. And that is the kind 
of heart every sinner has who 
says no to God. You may say, 
“Oh, I am a good, moral man. 
And I am going to be a Chris- 
tion; I am planning to be.” No, 
sir! The one who does not take 
Christ today is not doing right. 
He is intentionally going on in his 
sins, with a black heart like this 
man had. There is always some- 


thing wicked—there is always 
something rotten in Denmarx 
anytime a fellow turns down 


Christ. It is always for a wicked, 
bad reason. It is never for qa good 
reason. This man in his wicked 


heart, even while he trémbled and 
while tears glistened in his eyes, 
even as he was moved at thoughts 
of judgment, was scheming in his 
black heart and saying, ‘If I keep 
this fellow coming, maybe he will 
give me a bribe to get hia out of 
jail.” He did not know Paul, did 
he? If Paul ever got a chance 
again, he would preach the gos- 
pel to him. 


I say, anybody who postpones 
salvation, anybody who says, ‘I’m 
waiting for a convenient time’’— 
that is not your trouble. Your 
trouble is your wicked sin that 
you are not willing to forsake. 
That is why you do not turn to 
God. Oh, then, my friend, forsake 
your sin and repent. The only 
reason anybody does not repent is 
because he is not willing to for- 
sake his sins, te repent in his 
heart, and let Jesus clean him up. 
That is the only reason anybody 
is lost. He loves his sin. That 
is what Jesus said in John 3:19-21: 
“And this is the condemnation, 
that light is come into the world, 
and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds 
were evil. For every one that doeth 
evil hateth the light, neither com- 
eth to the light, lest his .deeds 
should be reproved. But he that 
doeth truth cometh, to the ‘lignt, 
that his deeds inky be made mani- 
fest,- that they are wrought in 
God.” You have wicked sin in 
your life and heart and that is 
why you have not taken Christ 
as Saviour. Oh, do not delay any 
longer! 

And the last word, the last sad 
word is this: this man, Felix, had 
his high day. He had his high 
day! The greatest preacher, the 
greatest soul winner who ever 
lived since Christ stood that day 
and talked to him and his wife 
and pled with him, Ati? ive turned

“in faith, nothing wavering. For 
he that wavereth is like a wave 
of the sea driven with the wind 
and tossed” (James 1:6). Ask- 
ing guidance of God, implies com- 
mittal, yielding, and assurance on 
our part that He will do as He

2. A WILLINGNBSS TO WAIT 
FOR GOD'S GUIDANCE. The an- 
swer to the impatient inhabitants 
of Judah did not come to Jere- 
miah the moment after they had 
asked him to pray to God for 
them; nor did it come the next 
day. Rather, “It came to pass 
after ten days, that the word of 
the Lord came unto Jeremiah” 
(42:7). Have we patience to wait 
God’s time and way of answer- 
ing our prayer for guidance? 
Time has a way of sifting values, 
of changing circumstances, of 
altering objectives. On occasion 
we find ourselves in the valley 
of decision, where it seems im- 
perative to us that the choice 
should be made at once; neverthe- 


the message down. He thought 
he would get a more convenient 
season. The days went off and he 
sent for Paul, but then he never 
got saved. A more convenient 
time never came. One day he lost 
his job and another man took his 
place, He never saw Paul any 
more. I do not suppose the Spirit 
of God ‘ever dug deep in his heart 
any more. I think he died and 
went to Hell and that in the judg- 
ment I will see him and Paul will 
stand there and say, “I told you, 
Felix; I warned you, Felix. I am 
not to blame that you went to 
Hell. You waited for a conven- 
ient season and it never came.” 


I warn some of you who hear 
me now on the air that the con- 
venient season will pass away and 
you will go on to Hell. A preach- 
er said, “Brother Rice, I think if 
a man is ever really convicted, he 
is going to be saved.’ No, he 
won't—-not necessarily. If a man 
is convicted but resists the Spirit 
of God and fights the Spirit of 
God and turns away to his sins, 
he may land in Hell as this man 
did. He was convicted, too. He 
trembled, too. But he turned 
Jesus down. Paul stood before 
him, and so turning the Saviour 
down, he went away lost. And 
then his opportunity closed. And 
the time came that he never saw 
Paul any more. Oh, today—wont 
you turn and trust the Saviour?

lees we read, “Blessed are all 
they that wait for him” (Isaiah 
30:18). We are further assured 
that “They shall not be ashamed 
that wait for me” (Isaiah 49:23). 
For the time being we may walk 
in darkness as did Job who said, 
“Behold, I go forward, but he is 
not there; and backward, but I 
cannot perceive him: on the left 


hand, where he doth work, but 
I cannot behold him: he hideth 
himself on the right hand, that I 
cannot see him: but he knoweth 
the way that I take: when he hath 
tried me, I shall come forth as 
gold” (23:8, 10). There is strength 
and assurance for the trusting 
soul that will stand unafraid on 
the assertion, “Hé that believeth 
shall not make haste” (Isaiah 
28:16). God will not arrive too 
late, nor with too little for our 
deepest need. 


3. A WILLINGNESS TO OBEY 
THE WILL OF GOD, as it is re- 
vealed to us. The word to the 
remnant in Jeremiah’s day was, 
“If ye will still abide in this land, 
then will I build you, and not pull 
you down” (Jeremiah 42:10). To 
be sure, that was exactly the mes- 
sage they did not want to hear. 
Secretly they desired to flee into 
the land of Egypt where they 
would see neither pestilence nor 
warfare; yet they wanted God's 
approval of their preference. 

Are you truly willing to obey 
the voice of the Lord, “‘whether it 
be good, or whether it be evil’ to 


your way of thinking? To insist 
upon ‘your preferment is to learn 
with sorrow in days to come that 
“the sword, which ye feared, shall 
overtake you there in the land 
of Egypt, and the famine where- 
of ye were afraid, shall follow 


close after you there in Egypt; 
and there ye shall die” (42:16). 
On the other hand, to endure the 
chastening of the Lord, likened 
in this story to the captivity in 
Babylon, is to learn, “I will show 
thercies unto you” (42:12). There 
is no substitute for wholehearted, 
implicit, immediate obedience to 
the revealed will of God. “To 
obey is better than sacrifice... 
for rebellion igs as the sin of witch- 
craft, and stubbornness is as in- 
iquity and idolatry” (I Samuel 
15:22, 23). “If ye be willing and 
obedient ye shall eat the good of . 
the lang” (Isaiah 1:19). 

Again you remember that you 
stand at a fork in the road. You 
will find that to ask wisdom of 
the Highest, to wait for His in- 
dication of the way, and to obey 
Him without hesitation is to be 
led in the right way, at His time, 
and for His glory.

that it is so. If love were not blind, 
most people would never be loved. 
It is strange how attractive the 
sorriest, ugliest man grows after 
you learn to love him, Love covers 
physical defects. Love covers men- 
tal shortcomings. So love covers 
the multitude of sins also. 


Mother-love is a strange, sweet, 
unexplainable thing. In some un- 
accountable way, a mother’s love 
finds an excuse for every sin her 
boy commits. A mother comes to 
me after her boy is in jail and she 
says, “My boy is not a bad boy, 
Brother Rice, he just got into bad 
company. He never did anything 
like this before. I know the oth- 
er boys must have led him into 
it!’ And then she assures me with 
a faith that nobody else could have 
in that boy that “I am certain he 
would’ never do wrong any more. 
He has learned his lesson.” Every 
pardon board, every governor who 
deals out executive clemency, ev- 
ery judge on the bench who passes 
sentence has seen how a mother’s 
love covers the multitude of sins. 
We see it on every hand. Some- 
times it is a wife’s love, sometimes 
a father’s, sometimes a friend’s. 
Love does not see the sins the rest 
of us see. Love rather covers sin 
with a mantle of charity and for- 
giveness. Love “suffereth long, 
and is kind,” love “is not easily 
provoked, thinketh no evil.” Yea, 
Christian charity ‘“beareth all 
things, believeth all things, hopeth 
all things, endureth all things.” 


When we ourselves sin there are 
always good reasons! The truth 
is, I myself would never sin at all 
but for strong reasons. Either I 
was especially weak or someone 
especially mistreated me or I was 
tired or discouraged or deceived 
by Satan. No, I would never sin 
at all if there were not some per- 
fectly good reason for it! Or at 
least, so I tell myself in trying to 
excuse my sin. Even when I 
grieve over my sins, I know in my 
heart where it was that Satan 
took advantage of me. I know that 
I intended to do better than I did. 
I know that though I with my 
mind serve the law of God, my 
flesh serves the law of sin. I say 
that I can understand why I sin 
and even if I do not excuse. it, I 
ask God to have pity on one like 
me who really wants to do better 
than I do. 


But isn’t it strange and sad I 
do not feel the same way about 
my brother who sins? It seems 
to me he sinned deliberately and 
without excuse. It seems to my 
critical, unloving eye, had I been 
in his place I would have done far 
better. The things that tempt me 
seem to me to be unworthy. Why, 
I say to myself, I could overcome 
THAT temptation easiiy, and [ lit- 
tle think how many a brave fight 
he has made where I would have 
failed. I little regard the fact 
that in many places where I am 
weak he is strong. If his faults 
are different, his virtues are also 
different. If we love as we ought, 
our love will cover the multitude 
of sins. The unloving, critica] spir- 
it will judge my brother’s words 
at what I SUPPOSE they meant, 
suspecting that his heart was bad. 
But love will cover the multitude 
of sins, believing that the motives 
were good. It makes all the dif- 
ference in the world when you love 
people, 

Baptists love Baptists and so 
they do not look for false teach- 
ing among Baptists, but woe be- 
tide the Methodist or Pentecostal- 
ist or Catholic! After all, much 
of our criticism is not on the facts 
but on our interpretation of the 
facts. Figures, it is true, do not lie, 
but our interpretation of the fig- 
ures may lie and our interpreta- 
fion will be colored by our love. 
Love covers the multitude of sins. 

“Will love cover our brother's 
sins?” you say. Ah, yes, and 
blessed be God, love will eover our 
own. sins! 
the Saviour said, “When you stand 
praying, forgive if you have ought 
against any’? (Mark 11:25). And 
we are plainly taught that if we 
will not forgive, neither will our 
Father in Heaven forgive us our 
trespasses. Well, this is another 
way of saying that love is the only 
thing that can cover our sins. We 
do never perfectly keep the law of 
God. None of us are worthy. All 
of us must confess that we have

But love is the fulfillment of the 
law! (Gal. 5:14). Love covers all 
of our duty to God. Even so, love 
covers all of our duty to man. 
Those we love we will not try to 
harm, Those we love we will see 
in their best light. And in cover- 
ing their sins with our love, we 
cover our own. 

I do not mean that our sins are 
forgiven simply because of any 
goodness or dessert on our part. 
They are not. But love is the best 
indication of a heart that is pleas- 
ing to God, a penitent, contrite 
heart, anxious to please God, lov- 
ing God, surrendered to the will 
of God. The best evidence that 
we are born of God is this that we 
love our brother. “By this shall 
all men know that ye are my dis- 
ciples, if ye have love one to an- 
other” (John 13:35). Love covers 
our own sins! 

It may be that you who read 
this have fallen far into sin. You 
ought to confess it and forsake it 
and seek God's face. With sin- 
cere heart you should repent of 
the things that have. grieved God. 
But you may be sure that if in 
your heart the Lord has put a love 
for others, it is a sign of His work 
of grace, 

Do you remember the case of 


the king who had a steward who 
owed him ten thousand talents 
and could not pay? The king, Je- 
sus said, frankly forgave him all. 
But this lord had a servant who 
owed him an hundred pence. He 
went and seized him by the throat 
‘and cast him in prison until he 
should pay him all. The servants 
were sorry, and when the king 
heard about it he was greatly an- 
gered.and cast this ungrateful 
man into prison until he too should 
pay all he owed, And Jesus said, 
“So likewise shall my heavenly 
Father do also unto you, if ye 
from your hearts forgive not every 
one his brother their trespasses” 
(Matt. 18:35). How sinful, then, 
it is in God’s sight for us not to 
love those whom Jesus loved and 
forgave. What a blessed trade it 
is, what a haly bargain for us when 
we receive complete forgiveness 
for all our sins and God simply 
asks us to forgive others their 
small sins against us. Yes, love 
truly covers the multitude of sins, 
our own sins as well as our broth- 
er’s. 

Let us then take to heart this 
plain and sweet command, “And 
above all things have fervent char- 
ity among yourselves: for charity 
shall cover the multitude of sins.”
